Tun story of Australian Federation is deeply 
interesting. 

P. W. has interviewed a high Government official, a 
gentleman who has taken a practical part in the scheme, 
and, from what this authority said, it would appear that 
several leading colonists, headed by Mr. Barton, of New 
South Wales, have been agitating for federation for the 
past twenty or thirty years. 

It took a definite shape as far back as twelve years ago. 

In 1889, the late Sir Henry Parkes strongly
